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Continuation of 5 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: claims 11-14 are stil considered non-elected claims 
and are withdrawn from consideration. Claim 1 1 is an independent and distinc product, specifically an electrochemical cell comprising a 
cathode, an anode, a separator and the product of claim 1. Claim 12 is an independent and distinc product, specifically a supercapacrtor 
which comprises at least a pair of electrodes, a separator and the product of claim 1 . Claim 1 3 is an independent and distinct product, 
specifically an electrolyte composition with at least 2 components of which only 1 is the product of claim 1. Claim 14 is an indepdentnd and 
distinct product specifically an electrolyte composition comprising the product of claim 1 and a conductive salt.. Accordingly, under In re 
Ochiai these claims are not rejoinable subject matter since they are not directed to processes of using or processes of making exclusively 
to the allowable product.
